More than 76 million men and | 
women are eligible to vote) 
Tuesday. Of those, about 48 mil- 
lion are expected to cast ballots. 

Their votes will decide which 
party will control Congress for 
the next two years, and they 
will choose the men who will 
govern 32 states. 

Their votes may indicate, too, 
a trend for the 1960 presidential 
campaign. 

A 48million voter turnout 
would be a record for a non- 
presidential election year. Good 
weather was forecast for most! 
areas. Former President Harry | 
Truman predicted the biggest 
Democratic landslide since 1932 
when the Franklin D. Roosevelt 
years began. 

Truman, 74 years old, was the 
most vigorous of the top Demo- 
cratic campaigners. Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon, 45, 
worked hardest for the Repub- 
licans. However, 68-year-old 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
made some suprisingly strong 
speeches himself. 

Eisenhower at one point told 
the voters that: “Either we 
chose left-wing government, or 
sensible, forward looking gov- 
ernment.” He also repeatedly 
attacked what he called radicais 
influencing the opposition, pro- 
voking Democrat Adlai Steven- 
son to charge that the Repub- 
licans were waging “a desper-

Geneva Meet 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The 
United States, it was learned 
Monday, is prepared to share 
some of its radar secrets with 
Russia if progress is made on 
an agreement to prevent sur- 
prise attack. This is reported 
to be the thinking of U.S. offi- 
cials who are preparing for an 
East-West technical meeting 
on the attack problem. The 
meeting begins Nov. 10 in 
Geneva. Also, these officials 
are represented as feeling 
they might find at Geneva that 
both sides already know more 
about the other's detection 
capabilities than either had 
imagined. This happened last 
summer at the East-West tech- 
nical talks on how to suspend 
nuclear tests, 


GENEVA (AP)—American, 
British and Russian delegates 
met at 3:02 p.m. (11:02 p.m, JST) 
Tuesday for the third session 
of their conference on ways of 
policing a discontinuance of nu- 
clear weapons tests. 

The delegates have reached 
the stage of negotiating over 
an agenda fixing the order of 
business in their discussions. 
The United States and the Soviet 
Union have introduced rival 
agendas. 

The meeting Tuesday, like 
Monday's session was conducted 
behind guarded doors in the 
Palais des Nations. The Ame- 
rican and British delegations 
met privately Tuesday morning 
to study the agenda proposals, 


The American program would 
get the delegates down to work 
at once on problems of building 
an efficient international control 
system. The Americans feel 
such a workable policing system 
must proceed commitments to 
end testing of atomic and hydro- 
gen weapons. 

Russia takes an exactly op- 
posite view, insisting that the 
pledge to end tests must come 
first.

Monday’s meeting said the 
delegates discussed the two 
agendas and a draft Soviet pro- 
posal for an immediate cessation 
of tests forever. There was no 
mention of any sign of agree- 
ment. 

The delegates reached agree- 
ment on the title for their pro- 
ceedings—thus avoiding the 
first obstacle to their negotia- 
tions. 

They decided to call this “a 
conference on the discontinu- 
ance of nuclear weapons tests,”

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—Ending a long-standing dead- 
lock, the United States and Rus- 
sia have agreed to a compromise 
move setting up an Sli-nation 
Disarmament Commission for 
1959, 

The break in the stalemate 
brought a quick, unanimous 
vote by the U.N, Political Com- 
mittee to establish the commis- 
sion. The vote was 780 with 
France and Cuba abstaining. 
Jordan was absent, 


A plenary meeting of the 81- 
nation Assembly was called (for 
5 a.m. JST Wed.) to act on the 
resolution. 


The vote Monday night was 
seen aS a reversal in the posi- 
tion of the West and a feather 
in the Soviet cap. 


The Russians for the past 
year haye been carrying out 
their threat to boycott the Dis- 
armament Commission until it 
was expanded to full U.N, mem- 
bership. 


The United States and Britain 
held out against such enlarge- 
ment but finally yielded to ap- 
peals from the Asian-African 
group and other small nations. 


The U.S.-Soviet agreement on 
rules for operating the mam- 
moth commission came after a 
day of behind-scenes bargaining 
by India and Yugoslavia, au- 
thors of the compromise plan. 

The Western powers and Rus- 
sia finally agreed that the com- 
mission should be convened by 
Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold after consulting with 
U.N. members. 


They also agreed that the 
commission should function at 
the beginning under General As- 
sembly rules but that the body 
should be free to set up its own 
operating code at a later stage. 

The Western powers had held 
out against the’ idea of an 81- 
nation commission on grounds 
that it would be too unwieldy 
for any real negotiating and 
would result in qa mere propa- 
ganda forum. They finally 
agreed to a one-year omnibus 
group. 

France had proposed that the 
commission set up working 
committees and that groups of

Four Million Join

Today is C Day—Crush, 
Chaos, Confusion. A total | 
of more than four million 
workers, teachers and in- 
tellectuals are scheduled to 
launch wild-cat - strikes, 
stage zigzag parades and 
demonstrations with the 
aim of crushing the police 
bill.

The committee started delibera- 
tion of a supplementary budget 
for the rehabilitation of flood 
disasters yesterday morning. 

Kishi also said that Japan’s 
share of joint defense costs 
would not be increased under 
the new security treaty. 

Hanyu then asserted recent 
rapidfire series of Kishi’s po- 
licies, including the rating of 
teachers efficiency, talks for a 
new mutual security treaty with 
the U.S. and the proposed revi- 
sion of the Police Duties Law, 
aimed to nullify democratic re- 
organization of this country. 

In reply, Kishi declared that 
he had no such intention what- 
soever and insisted that the 
fundamental principle of demo- 
cracy is the observance by all of 
a certain set of rules.

The ruling Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party, after a Lower 
House session that was 80 
confused that no one €X- 
cept the Tories seemed to 
know what had happened, 
last night announced that 
the Diet session had been 
extended by 30 days. 

The Socialists disagreed. The 
party blasted the extension pro 
cédures as “invalid.” 

The Tories, bent on extending 
the session in order to get the 
controversial police bill passed, 
and the Socialists—as deter 
mined to crush the extension 
move and the bill—marched in- 
to the House of Representatives 
at 4:45 p.m. 

The chamber immediately be- 
came the scene of utter con- 
fusion with the Socialists form- 
ing a human wall picket line 
to prevent Speaker Niro Hoshi- 
jima from mounting the rost- 
rum. At the same time, a group 
of Tories formed a protective 
ring around Vice Speaker Sabu- 
ro Shiikuma. 

The Socialists figured they had 
the situation under control. But 
as a skirmish was developing in 
the center of the chamber, the 
vice speaker grabbed a micro- 
phone and said that it was pre 
posed that the Diet session te 
extended for 30 dave and were 
there anv objections? 

The Tories started roaring— 
something to the effect “no ob 
jection&.” There was some con- 
fused shouting from the Socisl- 
ists but the vice speaker, cling- 
ing to his microphone, “declar- 
ed” the motion passed and the 
Diet session extended. 


Members of both parties 
evacuated the chamber at 5 
p.m., only 12 minutes after it 


had convened. 

Diet reporters then said all 
hell broke loose in the Diet cor 
ridors with the Tories trium- 
phantly patting each other on 


the back and the Socialists 
screaming that the extension 
was “null and void” and “we 


have been robbed.” 

The Opposition Party, reeling 
from the blitz blow, last night 
demanded that Speaker Hoshi- 
jima retract the vice speaker's 
allegedly illegal extension dec- 
laration. 

The Socialist Party at the 
same time announced that -it 
would start an immediate bov- 
cott of all Diet deliberations be 
cause of the ruling party's “out- 
rageous act.” 

The Tories, however, announe- 
ed that it had been necessary 
to extend the Diet session—ori- 
ginaliy scheduled to end Friday 
—until Dec. 7 in order to make 
possible full deliberations on im- 
portant bills. 

Inejiro Asanuma. secretary 
general of the Socialist Party 
and a stickler for parliamentary 
procedure, Was so angry after 
the 12minute Diet spectacle 
that he was heard exclaiming, 
“There is no other way to gain 
the "reins of government but 
violent revolution.” 

Some Diet reporters said it 
was Speaker Hoshijima who 
actually opened the session—by 
rushing into the chamber to- 
ward a desk where he pushed 
the bell button and whisking 
out again. 

But other newsmen said thev 
had failed to spot the Speaker's 
dash. They added that even if 
the Speaker did enter the Cham- 
ber, he couldn't have reached 
the bell button as strong-armed 
Socialists were ised to leap 
into action and block his wavy.

His union, he said, had found 
it inevitable to resort to the 
strike after persistent protests 
to the Government against the 
bill, in the interests of “freedom 
of labor movements, protection 
of civil rights, peace and de- 
mocracy,” had gone unheeded. 

Labor Minister Tadao Kurai- 
shi yesterday issued a warning 
against’ labor's massive protest 
scheduled for today. 

He said that the action would 
be a “political strike,” over- 
stepping the bounds of the right 
of workers to organizé and to 
act collectively as guaranteed by 
the Constitution. 

Kuraishi said the “political 
strike” was contrary to demo- 
cratic principles and jeopardiz- 
ed parliamentary politics, 

He pointed out that today’s 
strike was entirely divorced 
from a problem which could 
be settled between labor and

The Labor Minister acknow- 
ledged that labor unions were 
free lo oppose any legislation or 
revision of law. But, he said, 
the mere fact that they are labor 
unions does not entitie them to 
exercise methods not permitted

proposed by labor disregarded 
the provisions of the law and 
attempted to apply pressure 
outside the Diet through an 
“iNegal strike.” 

Kuraishi’s warning was imme- 
diately hit by the Japan Trade 
(Zenro). The 
middie-of-the-road labor body 
said the strike would be a 
“reasonable demonstration” aim-

The Socialist Party countered 
Kuraishi’s warning later with a

to set up a disarmament 


commission for 1959 which will include the entire mem- 


bership of 81 countries. 


Nobody voted against the recom- 


mendation but there were two abstentions. 

It will be recalled that this proposal was originally 
put forward by Soviet Russia laat year but did not approve 
acceptable on the ground that if agreement could not be 
secured in a smaller commission it was still less likely that 


a larger one would be successful. 


Last year, too, Soviet 


Russia displayed much intransigence over the subject of 
disarmament and many members of the disarmament com- 
mission felt that it was only pressing the inclusion of rep- 
resentatives of all the member countries in order to block 


progress, 


: This year the proposal was sponsored by India and 
Yugoslavia but the United States and its Western allies 
only agreed to it providing it was made as an experiment 


for one year only. 


Soviet Russia agreed on condition that 


the all-membership commission would not set up a num- 
ber of small working committees to discuss details of arms 


reduction programs. 


The plan must now go to the full 


General Assembly meeting for final approval, but there is 
no doubt that it will be accepted unless something entirely 


unforeseen occurs. 


The United States and Soviet Russia have agreed that 
the enlarged commission shall operate at the outset under 
the rules of the General Assembly, but that it shall be 
free to formulate later its own rules of procedure. This 
seems a satisfactory beginning, and the political committee’s 


decision has been hailed as a real step forward. 


But the 


whole subject of disarmament bristles with so many diffi- 
culties, technical and political, that we have grave doubts 
whether so large a commission can be prevented from get- 
ting bogged down in a morass of controversial issues to 
which nobody is in a position to give a clear answer that 
will satisfy even a majority of the others. 

What is wanted is a practical program that will so far 
clarify the main issues as to produce a set of possible meas- 
ures that can really make a start with arms reduction. 
Unfortunately, nothing can be easier in an enlarged com- 
mission than to draw a series of red herrings across the 


paths of discussion. If a 12 


or 25 member disarmament 


commission could not prevent this we fear that an 81-mem- 
ber body will be unable to do so. 


France was one of the two nations—the other was 
Cuba—abstaining from the vote. The French view is that 
a disarmament commission must set up working com- 
mittees and that groups of experts on various phases of 
disarmament should be convened whenever necessary to 
advise on details. The Russians would not accept this view 
and the French did not press it, although they may do so 
later, when the commission actually begins work. 


The Soviet attitude is not entirely clear. 


Of course. 


there will be room for propaganda, and a renewal of the 
pretence that it is Moscow, and the Communist bloc that 
desires disarmament and the “capitalist” nations that seek 


to ple up munitions of war. 


But this cannot lead Moscow 


far, nor do we.think that the Communist bloc can hope to 
be able to impose disarmament on their own terms on other 


nations, 


We may expect the Russians to make play about ban- 
ning nuclear weapons, but we should be surprised to hear 


that they were prepared for 


any large reduction in con- 


ventional armaments or ready to put a stop to the mili- 
tary training of large bodies of men. Nor is it at all certain 


that Moscow is sincere about a ban on nuclear arms. 


Mr. 


Khrushchev boasted on Monday that Soviet Russia had 
“achieved an increase in the power of our nuclear weapons” 
alter resuming tests a month ago! 

So far as nuclear weapons are concerned, British For- 
eign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd said on Monday that there 
was a prospect of success at the Geneva talks on ending 


the tests. 


We do not know upon what information he felt 


able to base this optimism. Reports from Geneva. so far as 
they go, seem to indicate that the basic conflict on the sub- 


ject remains as acute as ever. 


The United States and 


Britain want the conference first to discuss the composi- 
tion of an international control organization which would 


police a nuclear test ban setup. 


The Russians want 


(ostensibly) the naticns first to pledge themselves to end 
testing for all time before going on to the question of pro- 
viding the machinery to prevent evasions of the ban. These 
differences, if persisted in, seem hardly to lend themselves 
to even the hardest bargaining. 

Some people may be inclined to ask—which should 
come first, a plan to ban, permanently or temporarily, 
nuclear weapons or a program for reductions in conven- 


tional armaments? 


We believe there is something to be said for the latter

Not only would it tend to relieve some acute 


is becoming more and more 


difficult to divide armaments sharply into the two cate- 


gories has to be considered. 


The vast size of present-day armaments is a criterion 
of the prevailing condition of affairs. Almost every nation 
is spending as much as it can afford—or often more than 


it can afford—on armaments. 


Reduce these materially and 


suspicions might be eased and perhaps we could consider 
the quality of those armaments that remain as a further 


problem. 


What the Furor Is About 


Concrete Illustrations of Need of Police law Revision Abundant 


Exactly what Is the nature of 
the envisaged revision of the 
Police Duties Enforcement Law 
which so many words are 
written and spoken? Will the 
proposed amendment of the 
existing law really bring about 
the revival of the dreaded police 
state? 

Leaving legal phraseologies 
aside, the proposed changes in 
the disputed bill may be trans 
lated into layman’s language 
with concrete illustrations. The 
planned revision may be sum- 
med up in four points. 

Point 1. 

Now: A police officer cannot 
make a person surrender a con- 
cealed weapon even when there 
sufficient ground to suspect 
that the latter carries it for un- 
lawful purposes, 

In many an American western 
film, the story develops with the 
irrival of a dangerous outlaw 


over 


is 


at a peaceful small town. The 
citizens are worried, and the 
sheriff meets the man and de- 


rnands surrender of the latter's 
gun by making some such re- 
mark “We don't want any 
trouble here.” 

This seems to be a complete- 
lv sensible step to be taken by 
an officer charged with main- 
taining law and order. But not 
so in Japan because forcing an 
individual to turn in a conceal- 
ed weapon is an “infringement 
upon human rights.” 

Unnecessary Crime 

The existing Police Duties 
Enforcement Law authorizes 
the police to search the person 
of an individual only when the 
latter is formally held under 
arrest. 

Recent police files are full of 
reports of actual cases where 
the inadequacy of the present 
law permitted unnecessary 
crimes to be committed. Only 
a few may be cited here for 
ithustration. 

Example I. At about 2 


as 


a.m.» 


Oct. 13, 1958, a knife-wielding 
burglar broke into a private 
home in Shibuya, Tokyo. It 


turned out later that the armed 
bandit and his companion had 
been stopped by a patrolman 
for questioning two hours earl- 
ier. Although the officer at that 
time sensed that the suspicious 
character Was carrying a weap- 
on in his overnight grip, he 
found no legal basis on which 
to make the man surrender the 
weapon and he had to let him 
g0. 

Example 2. An officer of the 
Kawaguchi City Police stopped 
a suspicious character at about 
2330 a.m., May 29, 1949, on a 
road in northern Tokyo. While 
questioning him, he was fatally 
stabbed by the man. 

Example 3. On Jan. 20, 1957, 
a police officer in Okayama Pre- 
fecture questioned a young man 
who was acting oddly. Although 
the officer wanted to examine 
the youth’s personal effects, he 
had no legal authority to do 
so. 
ed himself by taking potassium 
evanide which he had carried 
in his clothes. 

For Temporary Custody 

Under Revised Law: When 
there is sufficient ground to sus- 
pect that an individual has com- 
mitted or will commit a crime 
and that he is in possession of 
a lethal weapon or other objects 
with which he can cause dang- 
er to human life, a police officer 
can make the latter surrender 
the item for temporary custody. 
He can also examine the possess- 
ions of the suspicious person. 
Even under the revised law, 
however, an officer cannot com- 
pel a suspicious character to ac- 
company him to the nearest 
police station or answer ques- 
tions against his own will. 
Point 2. 

Now: One. often encounters 
in Japan a situation where a 
drunkard pesters a young wo- 
man on a train by making ob- 
scene remarks or even physical- 
ly touching her. Usually the 
male passengers, notorious for 
their lack of the spirit of 
chivalry, pretend not to notice 
it. Furthermore, even though a 
uniformed police officer may 
happen to be riding the same 
car, he does nothing to save 
the girl from the annoyance 
and embarrassment. The reason 
is that the law does not permit 
the officer to tamper with the 
“human rights” of the drunkard 
until the latter “threatens to

Cannot Be Forced 
2. for this reason that a 
foreigner in Japan often is 
puzzied to see a drunkard lying 
on a sidewalk, within a few 
blocks from a police box, The 
chances are that an officer on 
duty has looked at him and 
urged him to go home. But if 
the latter, inebriated as he may 
be, is only able to say, “Oh, why 
don’t you leave me alone, Il’ am 
not bothering anybody,” that 
ends the matter for the police. 

In the eye of the law, the 
drunkard has asserted his in- 
dividual right to lie peacefully 
on the sidewalk, and the law 
cannot touch him unless he ob- 
structs traffic. The same is true 
of an injured man, If he says, 
“Leave me alone.” an officer can- 
not forcibly take him to a 
hospital, even though it may be 
plain that the man will bleed 
to death if left unattended. 

Example 1. On April 29, 1958, 
people were having a picnic to 
view the cherry blossoms in a 
Tottori park. Three youngish 
thugs came to the scene under 
the influence of liquor and 
pestered the flower-viewers by 
making noise and behaving bad- 
ly otherwise. Yet, the police, 
upon receiving complaint, could 
take no action. 

Example 2. On Dec: 1, 1957, 
a patrolling officer spotted in the 
waiting room of a railway sta- 
tion in Shiga Prefecture a man 
and a young girl whose manners 
and attire aroused his suspicion.

Upon questioning them, he 
learned that the couple had 
come from Kyushu to escape 


life in poverty, 
girl was a minor. 
Couple Refused 
Fearing that they might com- 
mit suicide, the officer asked 
them to accompany him to a 
police substation for making ne- 


and that the 


cessary contacts and taking 
steps for their rehabilitation. 
But the couple refused, thus 


ending the ofticer’s function in 
this case. Three days later, they 
were found dead from hanging 
themselves. ’ 

Example 3. On the night of 
July 1957, an Akita city police 
officer saw a girl, 17, in a dark 
spot of the park. When ques- 
tioned, the girl said she did not 
wish to go home because she 
did not trust her mother, de- 
seribing her as a slattern. A\l- 
though the officer attempted to 
take her into protective custody, 
the girl refused. Later she was 
found to have become a street- 
walker. 

Under Revised Law: A police 
officer in these instances must 
take the individuals into a 24- 
hour protective custody, and in 
doing so, he is authorized to ex- 
amine their possessions for weap- 
ons, poison, etc, A youngster 
in such a case, however, must 
be under 20, 

Point 3. 

Now: Agitators and demon- 
strators of ail political spectra 
milling about on the streets or 
other public places are a fami- 
liar sight here. But as a rule 
the police politely address the 
crowd, “Please break up be- 
cause you are obstructing traf- 
fic.” Nor can they prevent 
rabble-rousers from joining a 
crowd which has already form- 
ed. The same may be said of 
the case of a crowd in or in 
front of a theater where a bobby- 
soxer’s idol makes a personal 
appearance. 

Casualties Result 

In many an instance, a stam- 
pede has resulted in casuaities. 
But the police are not authoriz- 
ed to prevent a crowd from be- 
coming bigger by keeping others 
from coming to the congested 
area, ; 

Example 1. On Jan. 1, 1956, 
about 20,000 people visited the 
popular Yahiko Shrine in Nii- 
gata Prefecture. When the 
feature program of throwing 
rice cakes began, the congestion 
turned into a stampede, whicn 
resulted in 124 persons crushed 
to death and 94 injured. 

Example 2. During the Asian 
Games. of May 1958, the na- 
tional stadium was filled be-

By 9 a.m, of that day, 2,000 had 
come to the theater which had 
a capacity for 1,300, More 
than a dozen individuals fainted 
in the confusion. 

Under Revised Law. The 
police are authorized to control 
crowd by keeping people from 
going to a place which is al- 
ready dangerously congested, 
Point 4, 

Now: The police are not au- 
thorized to prevent a crime, 
e.g., a physical clash between 
two groups of armed men, until 
the time when “a crime is about 
to be committed” or “human 
life or property” is to receive 
serious damage. Thus, even 
when they have information 
that a certain gang of thugs 
has mobilized its force to at- 
tack a rival clan, the police 
cannot step in but merely wait 
until the two actually start 
fighting. 

Marched to Hotel 

Example 1. Durmg mid-Sep- 
tember 1958, when the Ministry 
of Education sponsored a moral 
education teachers’ training 
program in Sendai, a group of 
about 350 opponents of the 
program, assembled in front of 


a hotel where the teachers 
who were to attend the pro- 
gram, were billeted. The ob- 


jectors locked their arms and 
zigzag-marched in front of the 
hotel. 

On the last day of the four- 
day program, the demonstrators 
began their annoyance campaign 
at 3:50 a.m. and shouted, “We 
want the Ministry of Education 
officials!,” pounding on the hotel 
doors. Finally some of them 
went over the fence and de- 
manded that the hotel manager 
arrange a “meeting” between 
the trainees and the demonstra- 
tors. 

Neighbors naturally complain- 
ed, but the police could not do 
anvthing against the demonstra- 
tors outside at least because the 
situation was not a “menace to 
human lives or property.” 

Example 2. In early 1956, a 
newspaper in Chiba City fired 
37 employes, and the union 
started a dispute in protest and 
picketed the office building. 
The management hired a gang 
of about 50 thugs in order to 
remove the union pickets.

The 
police had early information 
that this would happen and at- 
tempted to dissuade the thugs 
against the planned attack with- 
out success. Under the existing 
law, the authorities are not 
authorized to take any preven- 
tive action in a situation of this 
kind. 

Under Revised Law: In a case 
like this, the police can take 
necessary measures to prevent

head office in Osaka. Kanemasa 


rose into the national limelight 
as a labor union representative 
to NPSC which drafted the con- 
troversial bill for revision of 
the Police Duties Law. The 
Socialists were reported to be 
intending to advise him to re- 
sign from the NPSC post. 


Kanemasa entered the labor 
union movement in the early 
days of Taisho (1912-1926) after 
a frequent change of occupa- 
tions that found him working 
sometimes in a coal mine and 
sometimes at industrial plants. 

In 1919, he joined Sodomei 
greatly influenced by the Rus- 
sian revolution. Since then, he 
has played a leading role in 
countless labor disputes, such 
as those involving the Fujina- 
gata Shipbuilding, Sumitomo 
Steel, Osaka Steel and Kanega- 
fuchi Spinning companies. 

At the time of the dispute at 
the Innoshima Plant of the 
former Osaka Steel Co., the pres- 
ent Hitachi Shipbuilding and 
Engineering, which was said 
to be an unprecedentedly severe 
one, he fought with all his 
might as chairman of the work- 
ers’ union and was often thrown 
into prison for his strong words 
and deeds, 


Thus, he came to be called one 
of the Big Three of Sodomei 
together with the late Koma- 
kichi Matsuoka, former Speak- 
er of the House of Representa- 
tives, and Suehiro Nishio, 
senior member of the Socialist 
Party. 

With the end of World War 
ll, he made a comeback to the 
labor world as chairman of 
Sodomei and was chosen as 
member of NPSC at the time of 
the Socialist Katayama Cabinet. 

The presentation by the Gov- 
ernment of a plan to revise the 
Police Duties Law to the Diet 
caused a controversy in many 
circles, especially the Socialist 
Party, because he is a member 
of NPSC which prepared the 
Govertiment’s plan. 

The 65-year-old veteran union- 
ist refutes the criticism hurled 
against him, saying, “Do you 
think I would dare to legislate 
a law which will prove harmful 
to labor when I myself have 
gone through so much as a 
unionist?” He, however, does 
criticize some cases of mass 
labor demonstration as “going 
too far” and “revolutionary.”

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Return to Power 


France Demands Recognition to Save Africa 


Ry PRESTON GROVER 


PARIS (AP)—France is de- 
manding that she be restored 
as an important world power 
as the only way to avoid ioss 
of Africa, possibly to commu- 
nism. 

This 
reason 


is perhaps the 
that prompted 
Charles de Gaulle to 
famous letter to President 
Eisenhower. In that letter he 
insisted that hereafter France 
should be consulted on a par 
with Britain on top level, world- 
wide policy decisions. 


This point of view has been 
hinted at an various press con- 
ferences and talks with officials 
in the French official family. It 
has never been announced as a 
major reason, but a source 
worthy of confidence pointed out 
the grounds for its importance. 


1. France is closely tied to 
a bigger chunk of Africa than 
any other power—including 
strategically and commercially 
important north, west and cen- 
tral African areas, 

2. If France continues to be 
excluded from big league con- 
ferences by the United States, 
her prestige as a major power 
will fall to a point where her 
African associates, now still 
hopeful for the most part, will 
begin to fall away. 


®. French connections with 
Africa, commercial, sentimental 
and political, are still there. No- 
body in the West is able, or 
willing, to replace her connec- 
tions, not even America. 


Already the ‘fallaway from 
France has begun. The latest 
decisive one was Guinea which 
in the recent referendum voted 
itself out of the French house-

hold into the dooryard, and 
may leave the grounds alto 
gether. 

De Gaulle is not the first 


French leader to raise this ques- 
tion. But he is the first one 
able to speak with the authority 
given to him almost personally 
by a vote not only in France 
but in the African territories 
that stretch from Algiers in an 
interrupted belt all the way east 
and southeast to the big island 
of Madagascar. 


It can easily be supposed 
that this is the last vote of con- 
fidence Africa is likely to give 
a Western power or a Western 
leader. The votes were expres- 
sions of confidence that De 
Gaulle would do something to 
improve the lives and standings 
of these peoples ranging in color 
from pure white to pure black 
and ranging in culture from the 
highest civilization to some 
spots of near-savagery. 


France has suffered several 
big and important rebuffs. She 
was not considered by the Unit- 
ed States on recent Far East- 
ern or Middle Eastern moves 
and more importantly has been 
publicly excluded from the big 
atomic club to which only the 
United States and Britain be- 


long on the Western side of the 
fence. 

On her side, the United States 
seems disposed to watch cevel- 
opments in France and Africa 
awhile. De Gaulle has been 
commended for his acts and his 
future intentions. But the big 
problem of Algeria is not yet 
solved and De Gaulle has told 
no one in convincing detall, cer- 
tainly not the Americans, just 
how he expects to solve that 
great problem. Moreover, the 
United States feels her interests 
in the Pacific reach far beyond 
France's influence. 

Left alone, France never will 
make a go of it in Africa. She 
doesn’t have the money. Dur- 
ing the last century and in the 
early part of this one she bit 
of a far bigger share of 
African terfitory than she could 
chew. Unlike Beigium, which 
got one rich plece and has

made a great money earner out 
of it through its mines, France 
got chunks of Africa where 
quick riches could not be found. 
She has poured in far more 
money than she has taken out. 

The resources are enormous 
bit for the most part far in 
the interior. Masses of money 
are required. United States 
Stee! is investing in one west 
African area to exploit a big 
manganese field rich aiso in 
aluminium and copper, but that 
is only a spoonful. American 
treasury money is needed. 

Even the ot in Algeria, 
probably rich, is not hear or m 
the sea, as in Arabia, but deep 
in the desert. Costly pipe 
lines must be built. 

Both Communist China and 
Russia are rushing embassies 
and missions to the African ter- 
ritories, Morocco has just recog- 
nized Communist China, France 
sees herself as the best counter- 
weight against that influence, 
but only if she can convince 
the Africans that her big friend 
across the Atlantic gives France 
proper recognition. 

That is what De Gaulle is 
asking.

Garcia’s Visit to Japan 


To the Editor: 

President Garcia’s proposed 
visit to Japan in December will 
usher in a new era in the rela- 
tions between the two Pacific 
nations. Philippines has long 
been bitterly antagonistic to 
Japan. This is only natural if 
one looks at the gloomy dungeon 
of Fort Santiago or the still de- 
vastated Intramuros. But, in 
spite of all this, the Filipinos 
chose to forget the past. The 
Japanese can now be relieved 
of the heavy moral burdens. 
Everyone is happy and every- 
thing is all right. 

Well, is this true? As a third 
party observer in Manila, I 
would say it is not. I would 
say that this is only a part of 
the story. 

When President Garcia visit- 
ed the United States last June 
people in this country were full 
of hope that the generous Amer- 
jcans would give them as much 
financial aid as the President 
and his assistants would ask. 
But they had soon to realize that 
the United States, with all the 
commitments it had made to 
other countries as the responsi- 
ble leader of the free nations, 
could afford only a part of the 
sum requested. 


In the meantime, Philippine 
economy gradually approached 
the brink of a catastrophe. Its 
foreign currency holding dwin- 
died. Its domestic economy is 
staggering due to the lack of 
capital and imported materials. 
An internationally Known cur- 
rency expert came to this coun- 
try recently and predicted, to 
the indignation of the Govern- 
ment officials, that the life of the 
peso would not last more than 
18 months. 


Under these circumstances, 


the eves of the Filipinos turn- 
ed to the former enemy coun- 
try who is eager to extend eco- 
nomic help to the Southeast 
Asian countries including the 
Philippines in its vigorous ef- 
forts to expand its foreign mar- 
ket. 

Of course it is not fair to say 
that this is the only reason why 
the President is going to Japan. 
But to overlodK it might be mis- 
leading for the peoples of both 
countries in understanding the 
true significance of the Garcia 
visit. : 

That the Presidential visit 
will considerably enhance the 
friendly relations between Ja- 
pan and the Philippines is quite 
obvious. Great publicity will 
be given to the affair both in 
Japan and the Philippines. A 
lot of people will be going to 
Tokyo to pave the way for the 
visit or to give it a follow- 
through. 


The visitors, including the 


President and his wife, will 
most probably be impressed 
with the advanced economy 


and rich cultural tradition of 
Japan. This may well lead to 
a new move on the part of the 
Philippines to ask Japan's par- 
ticipation in the free Asian 
bloc which the Philippines is 
now seriously considering of 
organizing in order to meet the 
increasing Arab influence in 
the Asia-African group, 

My humble advice to the 
Japanese people is, therefore, 
that they try their best to un- 
derstand what the Filipinos 
really want from Japan. With- 
out this, the coming Presiden- 
tial tour will end as just an- 
other goodwill visit of a state 
guest.
